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A'NBvT AIR-SHIP. 

An Invention that it ia Ola-iinoa "Will 
Mako Aorial Navigation Possible. 

(New V..i K Tyihunoi) 

George ,W. Starr of Tennessee, who 
now in thi.s city, lias with him u model 
of an neriiil ship of lite own invention, 
which, lie claims, embodies some prin 
criplea never fully applied Iwfore in 
aerial navigation, Lie lias been i study - 
ing uir-sliips for over eight years, niul 
has lately struck upon an idea the 
simplicity of which, he thinks, insures 
success. He lias been n successful in- 
ventor in other directions. The full- 
sized air-ship, as designed by Mr. 
Starr, which will cost about 81,200 to 
construct, will he in the shape of two 
cylinder's, the outer ends pointed, join- 
ed together so as to form a straight 
line, with a space between thotn large 
enough for a wind wheel to revolve, its 
axis being parallel with the cylinders. 
Iietweon the cylinders will also be sus- 
pended the car to contain the engine; 
that runs the wheel, ami the operator, 
and supplies of water and coal gas to 
feed the engine. The length of the 
air-ship will be 132 feet, the diameter 
of the cylinders 18 feet, the diameter 
of the propelling wheel liG feet, the 
capacity of the cylinders for holding 
gas 28,000 cubic feet, and the ascend- 
power of the gas 1,901 pounds. The 
total resisting surface of the ship as it 
goes through the air will he 2G7 square 
feet, and the working surface of the 
wdieel will bo :>72 .square feet. The 
weight of the ship, including the cloth, 
stays, wheel, engine, car, water, etc, 
is estimated at l,3(M pounds, which 
leaves 540 pounds for the operator and 
ballast. 

Mr. Starr attributes the failure of 
attempts at aerial navigation made by 
Prof. (J. ¥. Kichel and others to the 
fact of the propelling wheel being of 
far too small size anil having it hung 
beneath the balloon part of the struc- 
ture at such a distance as to make its 
propelling power almost useless. Mr. 
Starr computes from facts gained by 
previous experiments that it will take 
485 pounds pressure to overcome the 
pressure of the air to his ship when 
moving twenty-three miles an hour. 
With his engine and twenty-six foot 
wheel he calculates to realize 525 
pounds direct thrust. A rudder at the 
stern will steer the ship, while a small 
vane on an upright axis will serve to 
raise and lower it, mid a weight hung 
longitudinally below it on a movable 
cope will govern its inclination. Mr. 
Starr thinks that, his invention will be 
especially useful for rcconnoitering in 
time of war, for carrying mails over 
rough country, etc. He says that ex- 
tra cylinders, with cars suspended be- 
neath, can he drawn like a train of 
cars with the silicic propeller.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that regulations should be made as 
bo the storago and carriage of Petro- 
leum, Coal Oil, Naptha and other com- 
bustible matter within thu City Limits. 

Be it BNAOTKD by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: — ■ 

1. No person shall keep in any wooden 
shed or building on storage or for sale 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Naptha, Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
quantities greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden casks, or 100 gallons if 
stored in metal cases, without a License 
from the Corporation. 

2. No person without such License 
shall keep in any brick or stone building 
any of tho aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 250 gallons if contained in 
wood, or 1,000 gallonsjif stored in metal 
cases. 

3". Every License shall specify the 
building, street or locality, and the quan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

4. The premises in or upon which any 
of the combustible articles aforesaid sJiall 
be stored shall be open at all times to 'the 
inspection ! of the Corporation or its 
Oliicers. j 

5. The Corporation may, before any 
License shall be granted as aforesaid, re- 
ueiro stirli precautions to be taken against 
lire :i<< they may deem nocessary. 

I!. No pel sou ahull remove on any dray, 
can, waggon or other vehicle any com- 
bustible matter in quantities greater than 
250 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any of the pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thereof be subject to a 
fine of not h;3s than §5 or more than §50. 

H. Every penalty imposed by this By- 
law may, together with the coHts of con- 
viction, bo recovered in a summary man- 
ner before tho Police Magistrate, or any 
Justice of the Peace having jurisdiction 
within the limits of the City of Victoria, 
and may be levied by distress and salo of 
tho goods and chattels of the ofl'ender; 
and in default of payment of snch penalty 
and costs, then by imprisonment of such 
ofl'ender for any term not exceeding one 
calendar month in one of Efor Majesty's 
gaols. 

This Bylaw may be cited as the " Pet- 
roieam Bylaw, 1802."

Our special from Yale conveys a si 
ling piece of intelligence. Tlie gov 
inent, despairing of carrying the district 
with the aid of legitimate votes, have 
directed the returning ofliccr to issue a 
supplemental list containing the names 
of persons who have not complied with 
the statute, which requires that hvo months 
before a person can become a voter his ap- 
plication to be registered as such must be 
handed to the collector and posted in a 
conspicuous place. At the end of that 
probationary period of two months, if no 
objection bo meanwhile tiled, he may be 
placed on tlio register of votors. This 
wise and necessary provision the govern- 
ment aro now endeavoring to override. So 
far as the election which closed yesterday 
is concerned it is to be feared they have 
succeeded in evading the law, and it may 
be, returning their candidate to the local 
house. The law is very pronounced on 
the subject. At the recent election in 
this city several persons who registered 
on tho '25th of May were not allowed to 
vote on the 24th of July. This was in 
strict compliance with tlie law. Tho two 
months did not elapse until midnight of 
tho 24th. The government in a tit of 
desperation now claim that a person is 
qualified to vote at any time within the 
two months' probation. This is a dis- 
honest proposition, but one for which the 
country was not unprepared at the hands 
of an attorney-general who holds his office 
by tho slender thread of a few illegal 
votes, and of a trio of ministers who having 
been defeatod at the polls now seek to 
retain power against the expressed wish 
of the people. There is but one sentiment 
throughout Vale district as to this un- 
paralleled outrage on the constitution. 
The district is intensely indignant, and 
tlie perpetrators will doubtless find that 
not only have they rendered themselves 
liable to civil proceedings, but to a crimi- 
nal action as well. It is as serious a matter 
to trifle with the votors' lists as it is to 
tamper with a ballot-box, and Mr. Dewd- 
ney'a conduct— no matter who may be be- 
hind him— cannot bo condoned. 



IRELAND. 
Its Past, Prosont and Future. 

To THK Editor. — 1 have lately read 
several leading articles on the Irish ques- 
tion in the home and foreign journals, 
and I assure you they are all Full of non- 
sense. The writers know nothing of Ire- 
land. The Irish people are a warmheart- 
ed, generous race, and have no antipathy 
to their English neighbors. The Eng- 
lishman's breast, was never made to be 
furnished with the base feeling of hate 
for blood relations. The people of the 
three nations are so mixed by marriages 
and tho movement of population that 
they may be truly described as one fam- 
ily now and then disturbed by family 
jars. 

All tho wars bet ween England and Ire- 
land wero caused by the grasping am- 
bition of land-owners, or landless squires. 
When Strongbow invaded Ireland half his 
army wore Irish adventurers and the 
other half English. When the war was 
over these Englishmen settled in Wex- 
ford and in the eastern counties; they 
married Irish and became "more Irish 
than the Irish themselves." William the 
conqueror was the next invader. llis 
noblos and their armies came to fight for 
the land, and they disposessed a great 
many of the Strongbow aristocracy. The 
Fitzgeralds, Do Burghs, Do Courceys 
and scores of their Norman nobles set- 
tled in the country, married Irish wives, 
and like their predecessors, they talked 
Irish, and loved Ireland. 

'•What Kinn dare Hav to GeralJine 
Your Irish wife discard." 

In the days of Elizabeth and Cromwell 
religion was used as a lever to root out 
tho old inhabitants and get possession of 
the land: but the soldiers of Oliver set- 
tled in the country ; they married Irish 
wives and your readers will be astonished 
to hear that four-fifths of the population 
in Tipperary to-day are the descendants of 
the protector's soldiers. Now look calm- 
ly at the Tipporary boys and try if you 
can discover in their character ,any trace 
that would show they are chips from tho 
old Puritan stock. A clearheaded man 
who looks calmly at Ireland'!? past his- 
tory, must acknowledge that sending 
over an English population to settle 
down and pacify the country is the most 
nonsensical system of pacification that 
was ever invented. Heretofore tho no- 
bles of both countries were the robbers 
who caused the wars but if the wisdom of 
the imperial parliament fails to settle the 
land question we shall have another war; 
and this time the people will he the rob- 
bers. They wish to get the land; and 
they will get it without firing a shot if 
they have patience. The steam engine is 
the great reformer of the present day. It 
will equalize the value of '-land and the 
payment of rent will become impossible. 
The land laws that enable the present 
landlords to demand and enforce tlie pay- 
ment of back rents, are the cause of the 
present discontent. Irish tenants, at 
will occupy the most unfortunate position 
of any men in the world. Slavery in the 
aouthern States ,was liberty compared 
with the slavery imposed by Irish land- 
lords on tenants at will. 

Here is a sample of the Irish slave sys- 
tem. The Martins of Galway owned a 
vast property but race horses galloped of! 
with tho estate. It was sold and pur-' 
chased by the Law Life Assurance Co. 
These gentlemen doublod the rents and 
every tenant who pays hi3 rant, gets on 
the back of his receipt, a notice to quit in 
six months ! And you hear somo Tom 
Noddy's say — "tho Irish aro not indus- 
trious." 1 hopo the land question will bo 
settled by tho imperial parliament and 
that Paddy will become a tenant to the 
crown; his loyalty a condition of the 
lease. 

Bishop Berkeley proved that if a brazen 
wall were built around Ireland tho pro- 
duco of its own soil would maintain a 
population of 20,000,000. With such a 
population, mado loyal by self-interest, 
every man tho owner of his own farm, 
and such a prime minister as Palniprston 
in England, Ireland would bo tho terror 
of Europe and the glory of England. 

I am not a home rulor. I am proud of 
the empire, and every Irishman, that has 
common sonso knows it is better to rule 
an empire than a cabbage plot. I am 
Irish, body and soul. About half the 
Royal Irish Fusileers aro Connaught men 
and ray blood relations. They bohaved 
very woll tho other day in Egypt; Carry- 
ing tho. old flag they wentliko a mountain 
torrent through tho unfortunate Arabs. 
Did any ono ever hear of an Irish regi- 
ment deserting to tho enemy! or that a 
troop of Irishmen wore traitors? Wolso- 
ley is Irish. Duffenn is Irish, and by 



blood a rebel. Beresford, the captain of 
the Condor, is Irish too. To bu sure" llis 
remote ancestor \v:-r. an Englishmen: but 
he married an Irishwoman, and the pres- 
ent Beresfords are as Irish as the O'Con- 
nors or O'Kclley's. I am proud of the 
gallant Irishman, whether ho is a Beres- 
ford or a bogtrottor, and I hato tho vil- 
lain who says the English hate the Irish. 
In England the Irish population exceed 
4,000,000. If we may judge of tho pro- 
gress of the Irish in America by statistics 
England will be half Irish in twenty 
years; and then! Then we .shall hear no 
more of England or Ireland; ovory man 
in the British Isles will say, "The United 
Kingdom is my native land." There will 
be a now map of Europe, and our Indian 
empire will be extended to the shores of 
the ocean that bounds the continent of 
Asia.

The government agent (who says he acts j 
under instructions from Victoria) has in- 
structed the returning officers to receive 
these votes.

legitimate vote (which is largely anti- I 
government) should carry t ho district 
or not.

A i 
striko of somo importance by the Moffit 
Company in tho eafion has been tho 
cause of more than usual vigorous pros- | 
pectmg in that locality. This claim i3 - 
paying over wages, and a $48 nugget was 
recently found in it. Other claims have 
paid fairly, with the exception of Hollo- 
way's Bar, which has not turned out as i 
well as was expected The Chinese claims | 
on tho lower portion of tho creek have 
been paying woll. These last mentioned 
woro sold to Chinese by persons only ;l 
few years ago, and their original owners 
would very willingly get tho privilege of | 
working them again if it were possible. 
A losaon has thus been taught to them I 
and others to be more careful about sell- i 
ing to Chinaman in future, as good min- I 
ing ground is not found every day. On 
Thibert creek the tunnel companies are i 
doing well. One share in the Bradley 
Company changed hands not long ago for ' 
?1200 cash. Timber for the several claims 
is now hauled by hoiso teams, and by this 
method the working of these mines is i 
much facilitated. Dease creek has paid | 
fairly during tho season. Taken alto- ■ 
gether the yiold of gold for Cassiar dur- I 
ing the season has exceeded tho amount j 
taken out in any one year for several sea- 
sons past, considering tho number of 
miners employed.

In running Cottonwood Rapids Sylves- 
ter's boat, loaded with freight, struck a I 
rock. in tho channel and stove the plank- 
ing in. A landing was quickly effected, ' 
but not before there were six inches of 
water in the boat. Some rice was slightly | 
damaged. K-ane's boat struck the same 
rock a few minutes previous, but sus- 
tained little damage owing to her not be- 
ing so heavily loaded. Water in this 
river was unusually low. 

A steamer on tho Stickeen this last 
September could have made two or three | 
paying trips, as goods had to bo shipped | 
altogether by canoes and in many in- 
stances the freight was slightly damaged. 
Left Wrangel in the steamship Sardonyx j 
on the morning of the 8th ult. ami 
anchored in Fort Simpson harbor at 12 
o'clock samo night; called at Inverness 
and Essington on the 0th. Met mail 
steamer Idaho at 10 a.m. oil' Simpson and 
steamer Otter at 11 a.m. same day; called 
in Rivers Inlet and shipped 80 barrels of 
salmon on the morning of the 10th. 
Crossed Queen Charlotte Sound next day. 
Arrived at Departure Bay at 9 a. m. on 
12th; coaled and left atop. in. and ar- 
rived in Esquimalt at lip. in. Weather 
throughout the trip boisterous; steamer, 
however, made good running time and is 
without doubt a splendid seagoing vessel. 
Thoro will be a large number of miners at 
Wrangel about the 25th or 26th inst. to 
go to Victoria by first steamer from that 
port. 

Tlie New Wuaiif. — Somo four men aro 
busily ongagod blasting the rock adjoining 
the site of the new wharf at Shoal Point, 
at the mouth of the harbor, the contract 
having been awarded to Messrs. John 
Freer, Thos. Hicks and John- Grahn. 
Quito a number of shots were Qrod yes- 
terday aud considerable rock removed. 
Tho inner wharf will have a southerly as- 
pect, but at present all that marks the 
commencement of this enterprising work 
is a solitary pile, which will doubtless 
soon be surrounded by many ulhors. 

From Naxaimo. — The steamer W. O. 
Hunt arrived from Comox yesterday 
afternoon about 5:30 with 21 passengers 
and a quantity of freight. Shc arrivod 
at Nanaimo on Thursday and left at 7 
o'clock on Friday morning. On Thursday 
she experienced a gale and a heavy sea, 
and yesterday a southeasterly galo on her 
way down from Nanaimo. Tho weather

Tho Clgarotto Vlco. 

The London Latitat has taken up the 
warfare against cigarette smoking, which 
is growing in favor among English buys. 
It shows that young men whoso physical 
development is riot completed are most 
seriously affected by the practice, and 
that it is more insidious than the use of 
tobacco in any other form. Tho fact that 
that is lost sight of in the onslaught upon 
the cigarette is that there are good and 
bad varieties, just as there are good and 
bad cigars. Four cigarettes are about 
equivalent to an ordinary cigar for smo- 
king purposes. Unfortunately, three good 
cigarettes cost fully us much as one fair 
cigar, and the class of boys and young 
men who indulge in cigarettes do so bo- 
cause of their cheapness. Thoy cannot 
afford to buy a good article, and honce 
they fall back on tho popular brands, 
which are as cheap as they are injurious. 
It is an open question, however, whether 
even this kind of cigarette is any more 
fatal to the health than tho vile cigars 
that are turned out by Chinese cheap 
labor, and which aro an offence in the 
nostrils of any one who walks our streets 
or rides on tho dummy cars. 

Tho superior physiquo of English boys 
has been dwelt upon frequently by critics 
of the two countries. Tlie superiority is 
due partially to climate; but of equal 
force is the English custom of compelling 
a boy to remain a boy until he guts li is 
growth. The prematurely developed 
young man is seldom found across the 
water, whereas in this country he is one 
of the most conspicuous features of city 
and town life. The English lad matures 
slowly, but the cases of arrested develop- 
ment are few. The American boy is pre- 
cocious and acquires the vices of men be- 
fore he has the stamina to bear them 
Smoking and drinking aro tho twin habits 
that are growing in this country, not bo- 
cause the life of the present day demands 
an unusual amount of stimulants, but be- 
cause it is tho custom, and custom is 
more rigid and more despotic than any 
law. The boy of the period gets the idea 
that it is "manly" to ape the manners of 
his elders. He generally lias a small 
amount of pocket money; hence ho guz- 
zles cheap beer and smokes tho unspeak- 
able cigarette, Young America has al- 
together too much freedom and too little 
parental restraint, and the sin of young 
boys with thin necks, flat, chests and 
knock-knees must bo laid at the door of 
the parents. The majority of these lads 
had a fair start in life, with a good share 
of physical vigor. Thoy wasted their vi- 
tality in foolish excesses which are crimi- 
nal because they are so needless and so 
idiotic. They do this mainly for the lack 
"f parental counsel and control, and all 
I he sermons about the cigarette-consum- 
ing young man will do no good until 
there is a radical reform in the methods 
nf training American boys. — 8. F. (Virmt- 
i,te. 

Groat Britain. 

London, Oct. 3. — Gladstone is better. 
Ho drove out yesterday notwithstanding 
the wet weather, and visited Furraier, in 
the neighborhood of Penmaen Mawr. 

Earl Spencer, lord-lieutenant of Ire- 
land, arrived in town to-day, it being his 
first visit since the Phoenix park murder. 

A fialway landlord writes to the Ulobe 
that he believes the body of Huddy has 
been exhumed by the peasantry and again 
thrown into Lough Mask. 

Sir CharleB Hall has resigned his posi- 
tion as vice chancellor. 

Dublin, Oct. 3. — Ten men have been 
arrested near Crossinaglon for treason 
and felony and committed for trial. 

The police believe that tho murderers 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under 
Secretary Burke numbered ten and are 
still in Ireland, but that unless tho aid of 
some informer can be secured the crime 
cannot bo brought home to tho guilty 
persons. Tlie weapons used in the com- 
mission of the murders wero found some 
weeks ago. 

Cork, Oct. 4. — Henry Georgo, in a 
speech here to-day, urged tho nationali- 
zation of land as the only solution of tho 
laud question, not only in Ireland but in 
the United States, whore, he said, the 
laud question was coining to the front. 
George has not latterly been subject to 
espionage.' 

Ha-wali. 

Preparations aro being made for the 
coronation of King Kalakaua on Febru- 
ary 12, 1883. About 5000 invitation 
cards will be issued. It is expected that 
a British, a French and an American flag- 
ship will be in the port of Honolulu on 
the occasion. 

Tho British steamor Wanca landed over 
1200 Portuguese immigrants at Honolulu 
from tho island of St. Michael's, one of 
the Azores. The proportion of women 
and children was very large. Tho immi- 
grants landed in a very healthy condition. 
They wore all immediately engaged by 
planters and other employers. 

Orders have been issued to have coined 
in silver at the San Frar.cisco Mint tho 
sum of S200.000 in Hawaiian coins, cor 
responding in value and denomination 
with tho American silver coinage. 

A considerable immigration from Ger 
many is expected. The government pays 
for the passages of women and children. 
The government has agreed to introduce 
immigrants from Japan passage free, and 
they will be settled in the country under 
tho care of tho government. 

Three Hawaiian youths have left by the 
steamer City of New York. Two will be 
placed in colleges in China and ono in a 
college in Japan, to bo educated as inter- 
preters of the Chinese and Japanese lan- 
guages.

REV0LTINGLY CRUEL, BARBAR- 
OUS, INFAMOUSLY BRUTAL 

Modo of Punishing Sailors. 

Tho English government have prevailed 
on the khedive to order the abolition of 
keelhauling. The last instance of indict- 
ing death by this method occurred in 
Alexandria harbor on board an Egyptian 
man-of-war about a month ago. The cor- 
respondent of the London Advertiser, 
who was an eye-witness of the atrocity, 
thus describes it; 

For untamed ar.d disgusting cruelty 
"keelhauling" is about the most horrible 
punishment that the depraved mind of 
man could invent. Yesterday I tried to 
write a description of a most horrible 
sight. It was so revoltingly cruel, so 
barbarous, so infamously brutal, that I 
gave it up. Still, il is right that the peo- 
ple of England should know what sort of 
people even the friendly Egyptians are, 
and therefore thi;, story of how two man 
woro "keelhauled" from on board the 
Mehemit Ali, a man-of war of the native 
service I had heard accidentally that 
the punishment was to bo inflicted upon 
two sailors — one a fireman from the kho- 
dive'3 yacht, the other a sailor. Anchored 
just near tho Mohoniet Ali was tho Su- 
matra, an Italian mail ship, on board 
which I had been a passenger a month or 
so ago, and from her maintop ono could 
look down on the Meheinot Ali and see 
both sides of her, as well as her decks. 
Just before noon the men were brought 
on deck with their arms pinioned behind 
their backs, their hands before them and 
ankle-irons confining their feet so that 
they could barely walk. The crew of the 
ship had been called on deck. Tho offi- 
cers stood on tho starboard side, the crew 
on tho port, tho victims at the mainmast. 
The officers were in the flaunting dress 
of their service; the men wore their cut- 
lasses. Some seamen wont aloft and 
made fast to the mainstay near the mast 
two blocks. From these they rove two 
stout lines in different directions. Thete 
were carried over tho side of the ship 
and weighted with a sounding-lead about 
40 feet from the end. Thon the lines 
were carried around the stern of tho ship 
and brought forward, the leads sinking 
them under the keel. After that they 
were hauled on board, the leads dotached, 
tho two men were tied side by side and 
both ropes made fast to them, one rope 
being tied to the waist of one, the other 
ropo around the shoulders of the othor. 
This arrangement of tho tackles was to 
drag the men under the ship from either 
side by hauling on tho fall or running end 
of the rope that fell from the leading 
blocks on the mainstay. These ropes, to 
enable tho hauling parties to " walk 
away," wore led through a snatch-block 
on tho deck. The crow wore then 
divided, half of them put to each rope, 
and the two wretches, being led to the 
side, were shoved overboard. Thoy both 
screamed as thoy. fell into tho water, And 
as the distance from the gangway to the 
surface was quite 14 feet, they must have 
boon more or less hurt. 

But this was only the beginning of their 
miseries. Tho men on ono side hauled 
taut tho rope underneath the ship, and 
then tho order to "walk away" was given. 
Tho band played a solemn tune; some- 
thing like the "Carnival of Venice" in 
movement, except the tune was changed, 
and stamp, stamp, stamp, went tho men. 
We saw the two wretches go under, and 
then the only movement was the ropes 
going through their blocks, one side [lay- 
ing out, the other coining in, but slowly. 
We had no measurement of the ship, but 
as tho ropo acted directly — that is, there 
were no moving blocks — the distance 
around the bottom was exactly that cov- 
ered by tho men as they walked the deck 
drawing the rope behind. Thus wo were 
ablo to make some estimate of the dis- 
tance, and we calculated it fifty feet from 
surface to surface. Presently the two 
victims appeared on the other side. Thoy 
were hauled quite out of the water, and 
tho ropo by which they were hoisted was 
made fast and coiled up ready to pay out 
Again. An officer — probably a doctor — 
went dowu and examined them. Tho ono 
upon whom tho strain of the rope had 
fallen was apparently lifeless. His face 
was turned toward us; it was bleeding 
and torn; his clothes were hanging in 
shreds, and his hands wero dripping with 
blood. His eyes were open, but thoy 
seemed to bo filled with blood. The 
ship's bottom, covered with barnacles, 
rasped upon the poor dovihs like nails- 
The other man seemed to be conscious. 
His back, as ho hung in tho air, was to- 
wards us, but he moved his head, we 
thought, apparently to bog for mercy. 
Evidently tho officer reported them still 
alive, for when lie had come on deck 
again the two men were lowered into the 
water, and the crew manning tho rope 
that led up from the other side marched 
away with it, and once more the victims 
disappeared. From the time they wont 
under tho surface of tho water till they 
reappeared at the other side of the ship 
was just 24 seconds. It seemed to ua to 
have been an hour. Tho first frightful 
journey had terminated by their being 
scratched and torn; at, the end of the 
second they wore mutilated, The nose 
of one wretch was torn almost away, one 
ear was gono and tho shreds of the 
clothing ho had worn clung to him only 
where they wero held by his bonds. He 
was bloody literally from head to foot. 
His companion's condition was equally 
horrible. This time they wero hoisted up 
to the rail and swung on board. Then we 
could sue something of the action of this 
barbarous punishment, for they were 
not held off the side, but wero scraped up 
along the ship, striking against the ring- 
bolts, the chains and every cruel obstruc- 
tion until thoy swung in freo over tho 
deck. Then thoy wero lowered down and 
released. Thoy wero both unconscious, 
probably even then dead. It may bo 
hoped they were. Death must have been 
a welcome release. An enquiry as to the 
facts made on board the ship elicited the 
reply that it was not a matter of public 
concern. Nevertheless, we wero offered 
coffee and cigarettes. It is needless to 
say that we did not accept either. For 
my part, I should have rather seen the 
entire ship's company shot than accoptod 
any hospitality at tho hands of its officers. 

Austria. 

Pesth, Oct. 3.— Horr Floga, the Hun- 
garian primo minister, has addressed a 
letter to the municipal councils in which 
ho expresses his conviction that every 
council feols indignant at the anti-Jewish 
excesses in Pressburg. He says tho ro- 
newal of these outrages must be prevented 
and action must bo taken against the ag- 
gressors. No delay or half-hearted pro- 
ceedings will bo tolerated. The whole 
power of the state, he says, will support 
the councils in their efforts to suppress 
this agitation.

The ex-Empress Eugene has bought a 
chateau uud park in Styria for $300,000, 
and it is no secret that she quits England 
m anger at the attentions shown to Ceto- 
wayo, whom she hates for the death of 
her son in Africa.
